Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for 
the  year  1964* 

The  statistics  for  the  area  present  a very  satisfactory  picture.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  are  satisfactory  in  relation  to 
national  figures.  Looking  back  over  the  years,  one  sees  that  the  general 
Death  Rate  for  the  area  has  declined  very  substantially  over  the  last  fifteen 
years.  The  Birth  Rate  shows  the  same  trend  as  on  the  national  soale  - a 
continuing  rise.  This,  as  is  well  known,  has  upset  all  forecasts  in  relation 
to  housing  requirements  and  school  requirements  on  a national  scale. 

Although  the  Death  Rate  for  the  area  is  slightly  higher  than  the 
national  figure,  in  dealing  with  a relatively  small  number,  the  difference  is 
not  great  enough  to  be  very  significant,  but  it  is  most  satisfactory  to  note 
that,  once  again  there  has  not  been  a single  death  from  tuberculosis,  and  the 
number  of  notifications  is  below  the  national  average.  One  cannot  but  observe 
that  of  the  22  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  on  the  register,  5 are  among 
immigrants.  It  is  well  known  that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  amongst 
these  is  substantially  higher  than  amongst  our  native  population,  a fact  which 
calls  for  no  small  concern  in  many  parts  of  the  country. 

There  is  a good  deal  of  sub-standard  housing  still  to  be  dealt  with 
in  Great  Harwood,  but  action  to  deal  with  this  has  been  decidedly  slowed  up  by 
the  fact  that  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  single-handed  and 
also,  no  doubt,  by  hesitances  arising  from  other  causes  in  the  matter  of 
providing  new  houses,  but  all  round,  Great  Harwood  is  a satisfactorily  healthy 
town  for  a busy  industrial  town,  helped,  no  doubt,  by  the  delightful  open 
country  which  surrounds  it, 

I would  thank  the  Council  for  its  consideration  and  support 
throughout  the  year  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  Mr.  Walmsley,  in  particular, 
for  their  ever  willing  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman ? Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  17th  Annual  report  for  the  year 
1964.  The  new  Offices,  Shops  & Railways  Premises  Act  increased  the  amount 
of  clerical  work  and  whilst  it  was  not  possible  to  make  many  inspections  to 
premises,  quite  a large  amount  of  administrative  work  has  been  completed. 
During  the  year  an  inspection  of  the  district  was  made  by  the  County  Health 
Inspector  on  behalf  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  a favourable 
report  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee.  Two  new  mains  water  services 
to  supply  outlying  premises  were  approved  and  eventually  only  a few  isolated 
farms  will  be  without  mains  water. 

The  inspection  of  pigs  is  an  essential  part  of  public  health  work 
and  4122  carcasses  were  inspected  during  the  year.  Very  little  tuberculosis 
is  seen  on  inspection,  most  of  the  condemnations  being  due  to  multiple 
abscesses. 


A programme  of  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was  approved  by  the  Health 
Committee  and  it  is  envisaged  that  approximately  25O  houses  will  be  demolished 
during  the  next  14  years, 

I wish  to  thank  the  Health  Committee,  officers  and  staff  for  their 
support  and  assistance  during  the  year.
